There Is, however, despite the oppo- 


sition of the flve central states with 
their 136,453 thoroughly 
organized 


workers, commanding 1.3C4 'votes, a 
sufficient.number of votes (1,400) in 
the anthracite district'alone to over, 
come their- combined strength,'- while 
. the soft coal states which are now on 
strike, If but half organized, will fur- 
nish 160 votes. Altogether the states 
•t present on strike can enter the con- 
vention with a close majority If they 
instruct solidly for a strike. 


This has evidently prevented Presi- 


dent Mitchell from calling the conven- 
tion1 during the flve weeks he has held 
the requests; It Is why a month is al- 
lowed In whlcn to do preliminary work 
w&ich two weeks could accomplish.

Virginia mine \70.327.000 tonsi yearly. 
This amount could bo placed In tho 
anthracite markets. The result would 
be the annihilation' of the strike and 
tho downfall of Mitchell, so operators 
here believe.
